Ramparts Magazine, a left wing, far 
publi^tion 
edited from Berkeley, California, disclosed the CIA s filter­ 
ing of money to the NSA through dummy channels. The 
agency disbursed the funds to educational organizations 
which then passed the money on to the student group. 
Ramparts gained its first notoriety last year by revealing 
that an M SU police trainincr team had some CIA agents in 
its ranks in the mid 1950s on a mission to set up a 
constabulary for South Vietnam. The school dropped its 
assignment upon discovering this fact better than five years 
before Ramparts published its sensational article. 
The thrust of the latest Ramparts attack is that the C IA 
and other governmental agencies, notably the State Depart­ 
ment, are subverting the educational process. 
So far ks the National Student Association is concerned, 
the charge is both hit and miss. The NSA did shove the 
Commies out of an international student group which the 
Reds were well on the way to taking over by infiltration. It 
is also one of the more strident critics of U.S. intervention in 


^^Senator Mike Mansfield, the majority leader 
history professor in a Montana college, feels a full nedged 
Congressional investigation should be made of all semi-public 
organizations which may or could be the pawns of govern­ 
mental agencies. This would include everyone from a latwr 
union to luncheon clubs devoted to local charitable projects.

In the words of Newsw'eek 
magazine, “ Total conversion of industry is scheduled for the 
end of 1968. . . .’’

FAMILY LAWYER 


Which House 
Is Your Castle? 


Three centuries ago, an En­ 
glish judge proclaimed that “ a 
man’s house is his castle.” 
Almost two centuries ago, the 
Fourth Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution forbade any “ unrea­ 
sonable search” of a private 
dwelling. 
And today, the safety of a 
person’s house from 
govern­ 
mental intrusion still ranks as 
one 
of the 
most 
distinctive 
hallmarks of a free land. 
But which “ house” is the law 
talking about? 
Obviously it means a house 
that you own and live in. And it 
includes a house or apartment 
that you occupy as a tenant. 
Summer cottage? House trai­ 
ler? Hotel room? All these too, 
since they are places of dwell­ 
ing, ordinarily share the con­ 
stitutional guarantee of privacy 
The 
protection 
m ay 
also 
reach beyond the house itself. 
Courts have held it to include a 
householder’s adjacent garage 
and a farmer’s nearby barn. In 
both cases, the courts felt that 
the constitutional shelter should 
cover all areas reasonably with­ 
in the ambit of family life. 
Does this mean that the home 
is a privileged sanctuary for 
crime? Not at all. A house may 
indeed be searched under prop­ 
er circumstances—for example, 
if the police first obtain 
a 
warrant, or are in the process 
of making a lawful arrest. 
For then the search is “ rea­ 
sonable,” not forbidden by the 
constitutional ban. As a United 
States Supreme Court justice 
said in u p h o l d i n g rightful 
searches: 
“ The framers of the Constitu­ 


tion only intended to restrain 
the 
abuse, 
not 
abolish 
the 
power.” 
But without such justifying 
circumstances, a house stands 
secure against the inroads of 
officialdom. An English states­ 
man, Sir William Pitt, gave the 
doctrine its classical expres­ 
sion: 
“ The poorest man may in his 
cottage bid defiance to all the 
force of the Crown. It may be 
frail; its roof may shake; the 
wind may blow through it; the 
storms may enter, the rain may 
enter—but the King of Enghnd 
cannot enter; all his forces dare 
not cross the threshold of the 
ruined tenement!”

Secrecy Law First 
Unco v ered By 
This Newspaper

blackou t of all information re­ 
garding traffic accidents, first 
brou ght to the attention of the 
pu blic by tMs newspaper last 
December, will be av erted if 
^ e Michigan Senate and Hou se 
can get together on separate 
biUs which hav e been intro­ 
du ced to correct a 1966 law. 
In the closing day s of the 19 ^ 
Legislatu re, 
a 
measu re was 
adopted which called for the 
inv estigating 
officer 
of 
any 
crash to su bmit his opinion as 
to the cau se 
the crash. In an 
effort to protect the officer’s 
opinion, an amendment stipu ­ 
lated that the report of the 
crash cou ld not be made av ail­ 
able to any other person or 
agency . 
As interpreted by legal ex ­ 
perts, this wou ld hav e meant 
that newsmen, attorney s, insu r­ 
ance companies or ev en the 
Secretary of State cou ld not 
hav e the information contained 
in the report. 
PROMISE ACTION 
When tWs newspaper focu sed 
attention on this deficiency , the 
two senators from sou thwestern 
Michigan, Sen. Charles Zollar, 
(R-Benton Harbor) and Sen. 
Harold Volkema, (R-Holland), 
promised v igorou s opposition to 
any attempt to limit access by 
news m e d i a to information 
regarding the crashes. 
Two bills were introdu ced in 
the 
1967 
session seeking to 
correct Uie prev iou s 
amend­ 
ment. The Senate v ersion pass­ 
ed Friday on a 34-0 v ote, and 
was sent to the hou se. 
In the meantime, the Hou se 
was schedu led to begin consid­ 
eration tonight of a different bill 
which is described as “far less 
restrictiv e” 
than 
the Senate 
measu re, according to its spon­ 
sor, Rep. Edgar Geerlings, (R- 
Mu skegon.) 
Geerlings said he felt the 
Senate v ersion was still too 
restrictiv e and contained too 
many difficu lties. 
The hou se 
bill, on the other hand, wou ld 
contain no restrictions of any 
kind on information contained in 
accident reports, he said. 
‘OPINION’ 
For instance, he said that if 
an officer noted on the report 
that the road was “slippery ,” 
some attorney cou ld argu e that 
this was merely the officer’s 
opinion and shou ld be kept 
secret. In the same manner, if 
the officer issu ed a su mmons 
to a driv er for v iolation 
the 
basic speed law, (going too 
fast), an attorney cou ld argu e 
that this, too, was an opinion 
and shou ld be kept secret. 
Geerlings said he felt that 
accident report information has 
not been mis-u sed by news 
media in the past, and he does 
not think that it will be mis­ 
u sed in the fu tu re. 
In addition, Geerlings said 
with the new law schedu led to 
take effect March 10, he does 
not think new forms can be 
dev ised, printed, and giv en to 
all police agencies in the state 
by that time. 
SEES LOOPHOLE 
Another pr o v i s i o n of the 
Hou se bill which is better than 
the Senate bill, said Geerlings, 
is a portion which states that 
any agency making ou t an acci­ 
dent report mu st keep it on file 
for three y ears. 
If this is not done, he said, it 
might be possible for a police 
agency to make ou t a report, 
seal it in an env elope and mail 
it to Lansing and then tell 
newsmen that O) copy of the 
report was av ailable. 
Sen. Volkema, howev er, said 
that he has been assu red by 
officials that the Senate v ersion 
passed by them wou ld serv e the 
pu rpose of keeping the officer’s 
opinion secret, while allowing 
other information in the report 
to be made pu blic. 
Geerlings said he ex pected 
some of the representativ es to 
attempt to modify the Hou se 
bill, bu t he felt they wou ld be 
u nsu ccessfu l. 
He also ex pects some of the 
senators to attempt to keep the 
secrecy prov ision inclu ded in 
the senate bill, bu t predicted 
that this, too, wou ld fail in the 
final v ote. 
•GAP* PC^SIBLE 
The only qu estion appears to 
be whether the Senate and 
Hou se can agree on a compro­ 
mise biU and pass it with the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
giv e it immediate effect. 
If not enou gh v otes can be

Another CIA Explosion 


President Johnson beleaguered at home by a fractious 


Congress potshptting at his domestic program and by the 
disrespectful Viet Cong and North Vietnamese abroad has 
yet another fly to swat. 


This is a stew over the Central Intelligence Agency 


supplying funds to the National'Student Association and 
irnpliedly to other organizations to foster the American 
viewpoint on foreign policy. 


Ramparts Magazine, a left wing, far out, publication 


edited from Berkeley, California, disclosed the CIA's filter- 
ing of money to the NSA through dummy channels. The 
agency disbursed the funds to educational organizations 
which then passed the money on to the student group. 


Ramparts gained its first notoriety last year by revealing 


that an MSU police training team had some CIA agents in 
its ranks in the mid 1950s on a mission to set up a 
constabulary for South Vietnam. The school dropped its 
assignment upon discovering this fact better than five years 
before Ramparts published its sensational article. 


The thrust of the latest Ramparts attack is that the CIA 


and other governmental agencies, notably the State Depart- 
ment, are subverting the educational process. 


So far as the National Student Association is concerned, 


the charge is both hit and miss. The NSA did shove the 
Commies out of an international student group which the 
Reds were well on the way to taking over by infiltration. It 
is also one of the more strident critigs of U.S. intervention in 
Vietnam. 


Senator Mike Mansfield, the majority leader and a former 


history professor in a Montana college, feels a full fledged 
Congressional investigation should be made of all semi-public 
organizations which may or could be the pawns of govern- 
mental agencies. This would include everyone from a labor 
union to luncheon clubs devoted to local charitable projects. 


We should find out, says Mansfield, how far Big 


Brotherism may be reaching into private groups. 


Senator Dirksen, the on again, off again pal of LBJ, feels 


it would be foolhardy for a publicly conducted probe to be 
poking around into the country's most sensitive area of 
national security. 


Another Senator, a Democrat, takes a middle ground 


position. He would permit the CIA, the State Department 
and others to subsidize openly private groups devoted to 
international activities. Every other foreign government 
does, he argues, so why shouldn't Uncle Sam? 


Johnson's approach to a solution is as Quixotic as the 


teapot tempest itself. 


He has named a special committee of bureaucrats to give 


him a full report on what was done and how insidious the 
subsidy might be. This committee numbers, Nicholas 
Katzenbach, the Attorney General now shifted into the State 
Department; John W. Gardner, Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare; and, of all people, Richard Helms, the 
CIA's Director. 


Ramparts enjoys no standing outside its beatnik clientele, 


but its latest story falls on fertile ground. 


A great many people, both in government and in private 


life, have misgivings about the CIA. Some of those critics go 
so far as to say the Agency is a law unto itself and has more 
to do with American foreign policy than the President 
himself. This assertion is based principally upon the Bay of 
Pigs invasion fiasco of 1961. Allen Dulles, first boss of the 
CIA, lost his job as a result of that misconceived venture 
into Cuban politics. 


Basically this mistrust reaches down to an American 


mystique. 


Spy is a dirty word in the English tongue and the activity 


itself is one of the few endeavors which fails to draw the 
modern censure against the death penalty for criminality. 


Espionage is as old as mankind and one of its most artful 


practicioners was our own Father of His Counry. > Washing- 
ton continually drifted spies into British army headquarters 
to pass along false information of his maneuverings. This 
craftiness and General Howe's ineptness saved Washington's 
army from being penned up on Long Island. Had Washing- 
ton not played the dirty game, the colonials could have lost 
their war for freedom. 


The CIA has done some peculiar things in the past 20 


years, but this student subsidy hubbub is no reason to stage 
a public linen washing. 
The End Zone Has Its Perils 


The two joys of an end zone seat at a professional football 


game are ticket prices lower than 50-yard viewing and the 
chance of picking off a football that retails for $17 or more. 


The latter opportunity occurs with great frequency due to 


the pros' high scoring tendencies and the placekicker's skill 
in lofting the ball over the crossbar and into the bleachers. 


This occasions a mad scramble among the spectators for 


the honor of lugging home a free pigskin. Bashed hats and 
torn coats are frequent casualties in this off-field scrim- 
maging, and it is an unworthy gamble to sip a beer and 
snitch a stronger nip during the field goal or point after 
touchdown effort. 


All this rugged frolicking may become a memory if the 


league owners give serious heed to a law suit filed last week 
in the Minneapolis courts. 


A woman and her husband are suing the National Football 


League and a fan for $100,000. The woman claims the fan 
fractured one of her vertebrae and otherwise injured her 
when he bumped her in a rush for one of those free floating 
balls. 


The AP's sports release indicated, however, a certain 


amount of home town loyalty for the team. The Vikings are 
not named as a defendant. 


This is a gesture no doubt appreciated by the Vikings who 


are having troubles of their own. The team has yet to 
become a serious threat in the NFL and the other day they 
lost their coach, Norm Van Brocklin, and their scrambling 
quarterback, Fran Tarkenton, by resignation.

The Russians Are Learning 


Those who hail profit as intrinsically evil and feel that we 


would be a much happier nation if the profit motive could 
just be eliminated from human nature will find 
little 


consolation in late news reports from Soviet Russia. To put 
it bluntly, Russia is converting its industry to the capitalist 
profit system, apparently as rapidly as the change can be 
made. So far 673 companies, representing 12 per cent of 
Russia's total production, have already made the change- 
over. 


In the operation of these companies, market forces 


determine production, prices and profits. The result is a 
marked production increase. In the words of Newsweek 
magazine, "Total conversion of industry is scheduled for the 
end of 1968. . . ." 


Perhaps it might be a good idea after all to import some 


Russian professors into the American educational system 
which for years has been failing to teach our young people 
that the capitalistic habit of working for a profit is 
inseparable from material abundance and personal liberty.

Which House 
Is Your Castle? 


Three centuries ago, an En- 


glish judge proclaimed that "a 
man's house is his castle." 


Almost two centuries ago, the 


Fourth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution 
forbade any "unrea- 


sonable search" of a private 
dwelling. 


And today, the safety of a 


person's 
house from govern- 


mental intrusion still ranks as 
one of the 
most 
distinctive 


hallmarks of a free land. 


But which "house" is the law 


talking about? 


Obviously it means a house 


that you own and live in. And it 
includes a house or apartmsnt 
that you occupy as a tenant. 


Summer cottage? House trai- 


ler? Hotel room? All these too, 
since they are places of dwell- 
ing, ordinarily share the con- 
stitutional guarantee of privacy. 


The protection 
m a y 
also 


reach beyond the house itself. 
Courts have held it to include a 
householder's adjacent garage 
and a farmer's nearby barn. In 
both cases, the courts felt that 
the constitutional shelter should 
cover all areas reasonably with- 
in the ambit of family life. 


Does this mean that the home 


is a privileged sanctuary for 
crime? Not at all. A house may 
indeed be searched under prop- 
er circumstances—for example, 
if 
the 
police 
first 
obtain 
a 


warrant, or are in the process 
of making a lawful arrest. 


For then the search is "rea- 


sonable," not forbidden by (he 
constitutional ban. As a United 
States Supreme Court juslica 
said in u p h o l d i n g rightful 
searches: 


"The framers of the Conslilu- 
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tion only intended to restrain 
the 
abuse, 
not 
abolish 
the 


power." 


But without such justifying 


circumstances, a house stands 
secure against the inroads of 
officialdom. An English states- 
man, Sir William Pitt, gave the 
doctrine 
its classical expres- 


sion: 


"The poorest man may in his 


cottage bid defiance to all the 
force of the Crown. It may be 
frail; its roof may shake; the 
wind may blow through it; the 
storms may enter, the rain may 
enter—but the King of Englind 
cannot enter; all his forces dare 
not cross the threshold of the 
ruined tenement!"

Uncovered By 
This Newspaper

garding traffic accidents, first 
brought to the attention of the 
public by this newspaper last 
December, will be averted if 
the Michigan Senate and House 
can get together on separate 
bills which have been intro- 
duced to correct a 1966 law. 


In the closing days of the 1966 


Legislature, 
a 
measure 
was 


adopted which called for the 
investigating 
officer 
of 
any 


crash to submit his opinion as 
to the cause of the crash. In an 
effort to protect the officer's 
opinion, an amendment stipu- 
lated that the report of the 
crash could not be made avail- 
able to any other person or 
agency. 


As interpreted by legal ex- 


perts, this would have mean 
that newsmen, attorneys, insur 
ance companies or even the 
Secretary of State could nol 
have the information contained 
in the report. 
PROMISE ACTION 


When this newspaper focusec 


attention on this deficiency, the 
two senators from southwestern 
Michigan, Sen. Charles Zollar 
(R-Benton Harbor) 
and 
Sen. 


Harold Volkema, (R-Holland) 
promised vigorous opposition to 
any attempt to limit access by 
news m e d i a to information 
regarding the crashes. 


Two bills were introduced in

The AMA represents the four 


major domestic auto producers 
in matters of mutual concern. 


Mann, a former assistant sec- 


retary of state for Latin Ameri- 
can affairs, urged the govern- 
ment to outline what goals it 
hoped to achieve in curbing air 
pollution. 


"The 
Issuance of series of 


goals, projecting what will be 
required of ttfo industry as far 
ahead as 1975 or 1980 would en- 
able each industry to direct its 
research and development to- 
ward a specific goal," Mann 
said. "The conversion of goals 
into m a n d a t o r y standards 
would, of course, follow as ap- 


propriate. 


Mann also said the govern- 


ment should give the automak- 
ers sufficient time to play for 
installing

vices in new cars.
